OF ROCKEFELLER GIFT 


‘Acceptance of $10,000, 000 
by Egypt Depends Now on 


Breasted’s Assent. 

Cairo, Egypt, Feb. 21 (By A, P.). 
The acceptance of John D. Rocke- 
feller’s gift of $10,000,000 for the 
founding of a great museum at 
Cairo now denpeds on the assent of 
Prof. James H. Breasted, Mr. 
Rockefeller’s representative here, to 
certain modifications of the original 
plan. 

The Egyptian government sub- 
mitted the project to its legal coun- 
selors, who drew up counter-pro- 
posals. These were examined by 
Prof. Breasted and his colleagues, 
who handed in further counter-pro- 
posals, which have been returned to 
them slightly modified. Thus mat- 
ters remain. ; 

The government's attitude is that 
if Prof. Breasted consents to the 
slight modifications in his latest 
counter-proposals, the government 


would accept the gift; otherwise the " 


scheme would fall through. 

The decision Is not expected until 
Mr. Rockefeller has discussed the 
entire subject with his legal repre- 
sentative, who will reach New York 
ina few days from Cairo,
